$800 Million 
Food Subsidy 
Measure Gets 
Aid From FDR

Washington, Nov. 1 (AP)—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt in an exhausting re- 
view of the world food situation 
urged Congress today to continue 
and* increase the administration's 
$800,000,000 food price subsidy pro- 
gram to assure an adequate supply 
and prevent a "serious and danger- 
ous cycle" of Inflation. 


To a legislature which has been 


sharply critical of federal subsidies 
and which has leaned rather toward 
higher farm prices to encourage 
greater production for war, the Chief 
Executive sent the longest specia 
message of his nearly 11 years in the 
White House—10,000 words. He had 
checked and rechecked it many 
times and spent almost a month 
writing it. 


"Food To Go Around" 


Shorn of its historical data, the 


message assured the American peo- 
ple that there will be "enough food 
to go around," specifically nailed re- 
ports of a "meat famine" this whi- 
ter, and declared the price support 
program is proving reasonably suc- 
cessful-in these two objectives: 


Increasing production, and main- 


taining fair food prices for the con- 
sumer. 


"I am convinced," the Chief Ex- 


ecutive said, "that to abandon our 
present policy would increase the 
cost of living, bring about demands 
for increased wages which would 
then be justifiable, and might well 
start a serious and dangerous cycle 
of inflation—without any net bene- 
fit to anyone." 


He said some people say a little 


Inflation will not hurt anyone, add- 
ing: 


"They are like the man who takes 


the first shot of opium for the sen- 
sation he thinks it will give him. 
He likes it, although he swears that 
he will not make it a habit. Soon 
he is taking two—and then more 
and more—and then he loses all 
control of himself. 


Need More Money 


"Inflation is like that. A little 


leads to more. I am unalterably op- 
posed to taking the first shot by 
congressional, or by any other, ac- 
tion. The nation cannot afford to 
acquire the habit. We have chil- 
dren to think of." 


Those advocating "an inflation 


course," he continued, would have 
to be ready to accept responsibility 
for the results.

October precipitation totaled 5.95 


inches or 1.66 inches above normal 
for the month. 


The heaviest rainfall of the month 


was measured last Friday at 2.48 
inches. Measurable amounts of rain 
fell on nine days beginning with Oc- 
tober 1, when .59 inches were meas- 
ured, topping the total for the en- 
tire month of September. 


Although October exceeded its 


rainfall quota, it left an 8.77-inch 
shortage for the last six months. 
The direst month since May was 
September which was 3.18 inches 
short. May saw 7.27 inches of rain- 
fall, 3.58 inches above normal for 
the month. 


Freezing- Yesterday 


October temperatures were above 


normal with the average dally tem- 
perature of 54.1 degrees, 1.1 degrees 
above average for October. 
The 


warmest days were October 8 and 9 
when the mercury reached 82 de- 
grefes. The coldest was October 11 
when a temperature of 30 degrees 
was taken. Freezing- temperatures 
were reached again Sunday morn- 
ing. 


There were 13 clear days last 


month, and 16 cloudy ones. Two were 
partly cloudy. 


At Arendtsville the monthly rain- 


fall was reported as 6.18 inches, 
about a quarter inch more than was 
counted here.

Four Allied Powers 


Pledge Peace Unity, 


Punishment Of Guilty 


Washington, Nov. 1 (AP)—The United States, Great 


Britain, Russia and China have pledged themselves to united 
action in the peace to follow defeat of their enemies and to 
establishment of "a general international organization" for 
maintaining peace and security. 


This declaration was signed by the Big Four of the United 


Nations at the Moscow conference attended by Secretary of 
State Hull, Foreign Minister Anthony Eden of Britain and 
Foreign Commissar Vyacheslav Molotov of Russia. It was 
made public simultaneously today in Washington, London 
and Moscow. 


Highlighting fruits of a conference which included also 


declarations governing the restoration of a non-Fascist Italy, 
a free Austria, and a Roosevelt-Churchill-Stalin pledge to 
punish those guilty of atrocities, the four-power document 
stressed unity of action and consultation between powers with 
a common enemy (Russia is not at war with Japan) until 
unconditional surrender was achieved.

lish an American-British-Russian 
"European advisory commission" in 
London to examine European ques- 
tions arising as the war developed. 


The foreign ministers also decided 


to set up an advisory council on 
Italy with representatives from the 
French committee, Yugoslavia and 
Greece. 


The council on Italy will deal with 


day to day questions other than 
military preparations and make 
recommendations designed to coor- 
dinate Allied policy with regard to 
Italy. 


The three foreign ministers also 


said that military experts at the 
conference discussed definite opera- 
tions already decided and now be- 
ing prepared "to create & basis for 
the closest military cooperation in 
the future between the three coun- 
tries." 


"General Peace" 


Other questions besides current- 


problems taken up at the confer- 
ence, the communique said, con- 
cerned treatment of Hitlerite Ger- 
many and its satellites, economic 
cooperation and assurance of gen- 
eral peace. 


"Frank and exhaustive discussions 


of the measures to be taken to 
shorten the war against Germany 
and her satellites in Europe" also 
took place, thfi communique de- 
clared. 


In the four-power declaration to 


which China adhered, the nations 
said: 


1. That their united action, pledg- 


ed for the prosecution of the war 
against their respective enemies, will 
be continued for the organization 
and maintenance of peace and se- 
curity. 


2. That those of them at war with 


a common enemy will act together 
in all matters relating to the sur- 
render and disarmament of that 
enemy. 


3. That they will take all measures 


deemed by them to be necessary to 
provide against any violation of the 
terms imposed upon the enemy. 


4. That they recognize the neces- 


sity of establishing at, the earliest 
practicable date a general interna- 
tional organization, based on the 
principle of the sovereign equality of 
all peace-loving states, and open to 


membership by all such states, large 
and small, for the maintenance of 
international peace and security. 


Joint Action 


5. That for the purpose of main- 


taining international peace and se- 
curity pending the re-establishment 
of law and order and the inaugura- 
tion of a system of general security, 
they will consult with one another 
and as occasion requires with other 
members of the United Nations with 
a view to joint action on behalf of 
the community of nations. 


6. That after the termination of 


hostilities they will not employ their 
military forces within the territories 
of other states except for the pur- 
poses envisaged hi this declaration 
and after joint consultation. 


7. That they will confer and co- 


operate with one another and with 
other members of the United Na- 
tions to bring about a practicable 
general agreement with respect to 
the regulation of armaments in the 
post-war period.

1 (AP)—The Allied Fifth Army 
seized Teano, control point to im- 
portant roads flanking the enemy's 
Massico Ridge anchor, in the re- 
lentless mile-by-mile march up the 
Italian peninsula, Allied headquar- 
ters announced today. 


With equally steady progress, the 


Eighth Army smashed through the 
mountains to capture the villages 
of Cantalupo—the town of the sing- 
ing wolf—along with Macchiago- 
dena and Frosolone. This advance 
placed Gen. Sir Bernard L. Mont- 
gomery's warriors within nine miles 
of Isernia, central bastion of the 
German mountain line. 


Between these two sectors Ameri- 


can troops performed one of the 
campaign's most spectacular single 
day achievements when they ad- 
vanced five miles through down- 
pours and up steep mountain slopes 
to seize Valleagricola, a citadel 
perched on a 2,000-foot hill four 
miles north of Raviscanina, in the 
push toward Venafro.

These veterans slugged through

Macchiagodena. the same distance 


southeast of Isernia, is on the north- 
east side of the road and was taken 
in an advance of a mile and a half. 


Farther to the northeast, Froso- 


lone fell to units which blasted a

themselves 12 miles from Isernia. 
! Montgomery's Adriatic wing was 
{limited to patrolling as a result 
of heavy rainfall along the Trigno.

Meanwhile American Flying Fort- 


resses carried the air offensive into

ADVANTAGES TO 
ffllLOWJARLEY

The toasts have been drunk, the 


words have been said. The Moscow- 
conference is over, for good or ill. 
All the indications are that good has 
been accomplished, and, just as im- 
portant, that no harm has been 
done. 


It's like trying to write in a 


vacuum, this business of knowing: 
the child is born, but not yet being 
advised whether it is a boy or girl. 
The delay is nonetheless irksome be- 
cause it is understandable. 
Choice 


of what is to be published, and the 
terms to be used, may frequently 
be as difficult as such negotiations 
themselves. But the importance of 
what has been done, is so great that, 
pending the announcement, all other 
subjects pate into insignificance. 


There is every likelihood that, 


when the announcement does come, 
it will be disappointing. This would 
be true, regardless of the confer- 
ence's degree of success, because of 
what we, and our enemies, cannot 
be told. 


There is, too, an indication that 


we may have come to expect too 
much. 


Tremendous Success 


For one thing, the conference has 


been connected too strongly in the 
public mind with possible military 
developments. German propaganda 
has done much to encourage this. 
Actually, the conference personnel 
should have been sufficient to let us 
know. -Mr. Hull and Mr. Eden may 
have been couriers, but they cer- 
tainly are not the men who nego- 
tiated such subjects. If the Allies, 
taking advantage of an unexpected- 
ly rapid decline in Hitler's fortunes, 
have decided to hasten their inva- 
sion of northwestern Europe, Mr. 
Stalin would have been advised 
through different channels. 


For another thing, it is entirely 


unlikely that there was more than 
very informal discussion, if that, of 
post-war settlement details. Bor- 
ders, and even attitudes toward 
small nations, are subjects which 
probably were very carefully and po- 
litely skirted. 
(If certain peoples, 


after Russian occupation, vote for 
affiliation with the Soviet, who will 
be in a position to impugn these 
votes as compared with the elec- 
tions which have been promised in 
territories which the United States 
and Great Britain expect to occupy? 
The end of fighting is bound to sec 
some -accomplished facts which will 
not be to everyone's liking, and 
which are going to take sonic long- 
term adjusting.) 


However, there is evidence that 


the announcement expected mo- 
mentarily from Moscow will give a 
great deal more room for shouting 
than may be immediately apparent 
on its face. If, as is confidently ex- 
pected in the light of statements so 
far available, the conference results 
in establishment of a working agree- 
ment among the powers, it will have 
been a tremendous success. 


Tri-Partite Plan 


Establishment of some form of tri- 


partite commission, charged with 
reaching agreements on problems as 
they arise, can mean everything 
both to the conduct of the war and 
to the establishment of that mutual 
confidence which will be so neces- 
sary after the shooting. 


That would really make Russia an 


ally, not a mere co-belligerent. 


Anything else accomplished bj 


the conference can be considered so 
much gravy.

STRIKE CLOSES 
ALL SOFT COAL 
MINES IN STATE 


Pittsburgh, Nov. 1 (AP)—A gen- 


eral strike of virtually all of Penn- 
sylvania's • 110,000 soft coal miners 
today forced a complete shutdown of 
mines in the nation's largest coal- 
producing state. 


"Every soft coal mine of any con- 


sequence in all of Pennsylvania is 
idle today," said Allyn K, Renwick, 
district field manager for the gov- 
ernment's bituminous coal division. 


"With the exception of a few small 


strip mines operated by independent 
contractors, there is not a mine of 
any size in operation," he added. 


Protest Strike 


There are 
approximately 
1,220 


mines in western Pennsylvania, in- 
cluding many "captive" pits supply- 
ing fuel to the big steel mills. About 
30 mines were closed last week, af- 
fecting around 15,000 men, and a 
general walkout had been expected 
today, as a protest over failure of 
the United Mine workers to receive 
their contract and wage demands. 


A complete check of the district 


failed to reveal a single mine in op- 
eration, said H. A. Sutter, area dis- 
tribution manager for the Western 
Pennsylvania Coal Operators asso- 
ciation. 


"Small maintenance crews were on 


hand, but no miners," Sutter added. 


While the mines were kept ready 


for operation, the only men who re- 
ported for the morning shifts were 
the 
skeleton 
maintenance 
and 


'•cleanup" crews. 
No miners con- 


gregated about mine entrances as in 
past strikes.

This would 
tie true, regardless of the confer­ 
ence's degree of success, because of 
what we. and oui- enemies, cannot 
be told. 
There Is. too, an indication th at 
we may have come to expect too 
much. 
Tremendous Sure ca* 
For one thing, the conference has 
been connected too strongly in the 
public mind with possible military 
developments. Germ an propaganda 
has done much to encourage this. 
Actually, the conference personnel 
should have been sufficient to let us 
know- Hlr. Hull and Mr. Eden may 
have been couriers, but they cer­ 
tainly are not the men who nego­ 
tiated such subjects. 
If the Allies, 
taking advantage of an unexpected­ 
ly rapid decline in Hitler s fortunes, 
have decided to hasten their inva­ 
sion of northwestern Europe, Mr. 
Stalin would 
have 
been 
advised 
through different channels. 
For another thing, it is entirely 
unlikely that there was more than 
very inform al discussion, if that, of 
post-war settlem ent details. 
Bor­ 
ders. 
and even 
attitudes toward 
small nations, are subjects which 
probably were very carefully and po­ 
litely skirted. 
(If certain peoples, 
after Russian occupation, vote for 
affiliation with the Soviet, who will 
be in a position to impugn these 
votes as compared with the elec­ 
tions which have been promised in 
territories which the United States 
and G reat Britain expect to occupy? 
Tile end of fighting is bound to sec 
some accomplished facts which will 
not be to everyone's liking, and 
which arc going to take sonic long­ 
term adjusting.* 
However, there is evidence th a t 
the announcem ent 
expected 
m o­ 
m entarily from Moscow will give a 
great deal more room for shouting 
than may be immediately apparent 
on its face. If. as is confidently ex­ 
pected in the light of statem ents so 
far available, the conference results 
in establishment of a working agree­ 
ment among the powers, it will liave 
been a tremendous success. 
Tri-Partite Plan 
Establishment of some form of tri­ 
partite commission, charged with 
reaching agreem ents on problems as 
they arise, can mean everything 
both to the conduct of the war and 
to the establishm ent of th at m utual 
confidence which will be so neces­ 
sary after Uie shooting. 
T hat would really make Russia an 
ally, not a mere co-belligerent. 
Anything else 
aceomplislied 
by 
the conference can be considered so 
much gravy.

terms to be used, may frequently 
be as difficult as such negotiations 
them.selves.

This would 
be true, regardless of the confer- 
ence's degree of success, because, of 
what we, and our enemies, cannot 
be told. 


There is. too, an indication that 


we may have come to expect too 
much. 


Tremendous Success 


For one thing, the conference has 


been connected too strongly in the 
public mind -with possible military 
developments. German propaganda 
has done much to encourage this. 
Actually, the conference personnel 
should have been sufficient to let us 
know. *tr. Hull and Mr. Eden may 
have been couriers, but they cer- 
tainly are not the men who nego- 
tiated such subjects. If the Allies, 
taking advantage of an unexpected- 
ly rapid decline in Hitler's fortunes, 
have decided to hasten their inva- 
sion of northwestern Europe, Mr. 
Stalin would have been advised 
through different channels. 


For another thing, it is entirely 


unlikely that there was more than 
very informal discussion, if that, of 
post-war settlement details. Bor- 
ders, and even attitudes toward 
small nations, are subjects which 
probably were very carefully and po- 
litely skirted. 
(If certain peoples, 


after Russian occupation, vote for 
affiliation with the Soviet, who will 
be in a position to impugn these 
votes as compared with the elec- 
tions which have been promised in 
territories which the United States 
and Great Britain expect to occupy? 
The end of fighting is bound to sec 
some -accomplished facts which will 
not be to everyone's liking, and 
which are going to take sonic long- 
term adjusting.) 


However, there is evidence that 


the announcement expected mo- 
mentarily from Moscow will give a 
great deal more room for shouting 
than may be immediately apparent 
on its face. If, as is confidently ex- 
pected in the light of statements so 
far available, the conference results 
in establishment of a working agree- 
ment among the powers, it will have 
been a tremendous success. 


Tri-Partite Plan 


Establishment of some form of tri- 


partite commission, charged with 
reaching agreements on problems as 
they arise, can mean everything 
both to the conduct of the war and 
to the establisliment of that mutual 
confidence which will be so neces- 
sary after the shooting. 


That would really make Russia an 


ally, not a mere co-belligerent. 


Anything else accomplished by 


the conference can be considered so 
much gravy.

STRIKE CLOSES 
ALL SOFT COAL 
MINES IN STATE 


Pittsburgh, Nov. 1 (AP)~A gen- 


eral strike of virtually all of Penn- 
sylvania's" 110,000 soft coal miners 
today forced a complete shutdown of 
mines in the nation's largest coal- 
producing state. 


"Every soft coal mine of any con- 


sequence in all of Pennsylvania is 
idle today," said Allyn K. Renwick, 
district field manager for the gov- 
ernment's bituminous coal division. 


"With the exception of a few small 


strip mines operated by independent 
contractors, there is not a mine of 
any size in operation," he added. 


Protest Strike 


There are 
approximately 
1,220 


mines in western Pennsylvania, in- 
cluding many "captive" pits supply- 
ing fuel to the big steel mills. About 
30 mines were closed last week, af- 
fecting around 15,000 men, and a 
general walkout had been expected 
today> as a protest over failure of 
the United Mine workers to receive 
their contract and wage demands. 


A complete cheek of the district 


failed to reveal a single mine in op- 
eration, said H. A. Sutter, area dis- 
tribution manager for the Western 
Pennsylvania Coal Operators asso- 
ciation. 


"Small maintenance crews were on 


hand, but no miners," Sutter added. 


While the mines were kept ready 


for operation, the only men who re- 
ported for the morning shifts were 
the 
skeleton 
maintenance 
and 


"cleanup" crews. 
No miners con- 


gregated about mine entrances as in 
past strikes.

SOAPING DONE 


Clerks in local stores today wear- 


ily scraped away at soap marks on 
the store windows and hoped that 
the Halloween season was over. 


To save themselves the same 


amount of work next year, the clerks 
were considering some type of pub- 
lic education program to have the 
pranksters use the same kind of soap 
they use to wash faces and hands 
when they decide to soap the win- 
dows.

Now York, Nor. 1 (AP)—Notre 


Dame vs. Army—regarded as the 
game of the year—headlines this 
week's college football program as 
the season swings into November, 
traditionally a month for upsets. 


Although the unbeaten and un- 


tied Irish—proclaimed the best team 
in the country—will be minus An- 
gelo Bertelli, their nifty, forward 
passer, and the Cadets lost a' degree 
of prestige in being tied by Penn- 
sylvania, the game will unfold be- 
fore a capacity 75,000 crowd at the 
Yankee Stadium. It was sold out 
weeks ago. 


Another sellout crowd of some 


72,000 is expected at Franklin Field 
in Philadelphia, where Navy, crushed 
by Notre Dame, seeks to rebound 
against Penn. This game ranks sec- 
ond billing for the week. It lacks 
only the lure of Notre Dame and 
the possibility that the Irish may 
lose in a sensational upset. 


Army Will Be Up 


While few expect the Cadets to 


shatter the Irish hopes for a per- 
fect season it is well tc remember 
that the Cadets should benefit from 
their unexpected 13-13 deadlock 
with Penn. There is no doubt the 
West Pointers will be up for the 
game and it remains to be seen how 
the Irish will react under pressure 
without Bertelli Johnny Lujack has 
been groomed to step into Bertelli's 
shoes, but can he duplicate the feat 
of completing 168 of 321 aerials un- 
der stress? 


In any event it seems that it is 


now or never for Army. The Cadets 
have not even scored on a Frank 
Leahy-coached Notre Dame eleven. 
In fact they have not licked the 
Irish since 1931 when a 60-yard run 
by Ray Stecker in the last quarter 
sewed up a 12-0 victory. 
If the 


Cadets can't shake loose Doug 
Kenna and Glenn Davis the law of 
averages may catch up with the 
South Bend Ramblers. 


Bertelli bowed out in great style 


before 82,000 at Cleveland Satur- 
day, 
throwing 
three 
touchdown 


passes and scoring a fourth himself 
as the Irish routed Navy, previously 
unbeaten^ 33-6. 


The most exciting game of the 


day, though, was at Philadelphia 
where 72,000 thrilled as Penn, a 2& 
to one Tinderdog, came from behind 
twice to tie Army. Outrushed, 181 
yards to 46, Penn scored both its 
touchdowns on forward passes with 
a wet ball. The second and the most 
thrilling game in the last quarter 
on a 31-yard toss from Joe Michaels 
to Bob Odell. Odell caught the ball 
on his fingertips on the Army 40 
and outran the Cadet secondary. 
Not since Penn beat Cornell, 22-20, 
in 1940 has a game been so exciting 
at Franklin Field.

Undefeated, untied Purdue Chalk- 


ed up its seventh in a row by 
trouncing Wisconsin, 32-0, as Tony 
Butkovich closed his career in fine 
style.

MURRAY CITES 


LABOR ILLS 


Philadelphia, Nov. 1 <AP>—The 


Congress of Industrial Organizations 
opened its sixth constitutional con- 
vention here today, after hearing its 
president, 
Philip Murray, charge 


that certain persons within the la- 
bor movement, "for political reasons 
or personal ambitions are willing 
to risk the entire future of the na- 
tion in our present struggle for sur- 
vival by creating division, encourag- 
ing strikes and stoppages of work to 
impede the maximum production of 
war materials." 


Murray said in another part of his 


74-page report to the convention 
that "the tactics and threats of a 
certain 
individual 
gave 
special 


background and ammunition to the 
activities of the enemies of labor in 
Congress." 


"The current session of Congress," 


he declared, "has witnessed the most 
vicious and continuous attack on 
labor and labor's rights in the his- 
tory of the nation." 


Regarding political action, Mur- 


ray asserted that "it is definitely not 
the policy of CIO to organize a third 
party, but rather to abstain from 
and discourage any move in that 
direction." 


He reported that CIO membership 


increased- 1,104,936 since the last 
convention and .said more than 
$1,250,000 was spent on organiza- 
tional activities during the year.
